ANOTHER ARCTIC FAILURE. 


Arrival of the Steamship Yantio from the 
Arctic Regions at St. Johns, N. F., with 
the Officers and Crew of the Proteus, 
which was Crushed in an Ice Field and 
Lost, with All the Supplies Intended for 
the Greeley Party—No Authentic News of 
the Latter. 


St. Jouns, N. F., Sept. 13. 
The United States Greeley relief steat- 
ship Yantic.has just anchored here, and 
her tidings are lamentable. No word has 
been received from Greeley or any of his 
party. 
WasHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 13. 
The signal officer’ has received the follow- 
ing from Lieut. Gartington, comnmnding 
the Greeley relief expedition: 
$ St. JonNS, N. F., Sept. 13. 
It is my painful duty to report the total 
failure of the expedition. The Proteus was 
» crushed in a pack--latitude 78 degrées 52 
mi 
and sunk on the afternoon of the 24d of 
July. My party and the crew of the ship 
are all saved. I made my way across 
Smith’s Sound and along the eastern shore 
to Cape York, thence across Melleville Bay 
to the Upernavik, arriving there August 
24. The Yantic reached the Upernavik 
September 2, and left the same day, bring- 
ing the entire party here to-day. All are 
well. EE. A. GARTINGTON, 


The first officer of the Proteus briefly 
summarizes the trip of the ill-fated Proteus 
as follows: The Yantic and Proteus left St. 
Johns at four p. m., June 29. The Proteus 
arrived at God Haven Bay, Disco Island, 
July 6. The Yantic arrived at the same 
place July 12. When the necessary prepa- 
rations were made the Proteus sailed for 
Cory Island, arriving there on the 16th. It 
left on the 2ist, and two days afterward 
was crushed, sinking at seven p. m., July 
23. Twenty-nine days were spent in the 
boats, several storms were encountered, 
from which the boats took refuge under lee 
of the icebergs, and Lieutenant Colwell and 
six of the crew parted company with the 
others at Cape York. They found the Yan- 
tic July 31. Itreported Captain Pike and 
the remainder of the crew moving south- 
ward. The Yantic reached Cory Island 
August 2. The same night she proceedéd to 
Pandora harbor, where records from Pike 
and Garlington were found. She nert pro- 
ceeded south along the Greenland coast, 
sending boats all around the islands in 
search of the missing crew. A storm and 
heavy pack of ice, August 9, forced Yantic 
to anchor to leeward of the Northumberland 
Island. The next day she bore away for 
Upernavik, arriving there August 22. On 
the 27th she started for the Waigate 
coal mines, and returned to Uper- 
navik September 2. Captain Pike 
and crew were found and taken on board 
the Yantic. It seems that at the first inti- 
mation of the Proteus disaster, which was 
found Au 
Yantic, Lieutenant Gartington left arecord 
there that he was coming south, describin 
the shipwreck and indicating the genera 
movement of Captain Pike and the ship’s 
company. On the 4th search was instituted 
along the Greenland coast from Cape Alex- 
ander to Cape Roberts, on every point 
likely to bring up with the retreating party. 
They searched until September 2, when 
Upernavik was reached, and the whole Pro- 
teus party was found in good health and 
tolerable spirits. They were exposed dur- 
ing thirty-one days and nights in their 
boats, making some stoppages at interme- 
diate harbors. The Proteus was crushed in 
the floe of ice at three o’clock in the even- 
ing of the 23d of July and sank within five 
hours. Fortunately sufficient time Wa 
given to save clothing, provisions, compass 
and other necessaries to meet what might 
prove a protracted voyage. On the 2th 
the boats being equipped, provisioned and 
manned, a start was made. The scens of 
the disaster was eight miles north-n¢rth- 
west of Cape Sabine, latitude 79 deg., 51 
min. north. Over 600 miles of ice and frigid 
sea were passed before Upernavik was 
reached. The worst feature in the un- 
fortunate Proteus expedition is that no 
provisions were landed or caches made, 
an@ all stores intended for the Atctic 
Colony’s relief went down in the stes mer. 
While at anchor in Danish Hai'bor, 
August 12, Governor Elbury came on Foard 
the Yantic and reported that the Danish 
steamer Sophia had arrived there from the 
harbor thirty -miles north of Cape York, 
and the captain stated that a native Eski- 
mo told him that two natives witt the 
Greeley expedition arrived on sledge3 last 
winter and reported the party all well 
except Dr. Parry, who had died, These. 
natives went back to Lady Franklir Bay. 
Another Eskimo arrived from the G"eeley 
camp and reported that all the office:s had 
been murdered by the men. Neither of 
these reports is reliable, as the fondness 
of the Eskimo for lying and sensational: 
ism places them in the category of fiction. 
Capt. Pinke says that as far north as Cape 
Sabine there was no trace of Greeley or 
his party, and his failure to come south to 
Littleton Island to meet the relief steamer 
this summer leaves grave apprehensions 
as to their probable fate. ici

The United States steamer Yantic has 
arrived, bringing Capt. Pike and crew of 
the Proteus. Lieut, Gartington and the 
Greeley relief party are all well. The 
steamer Proteus was crushed in the ice six 


miles north of Cape Sdbine, July 23. The 
crew and relief party, after depositing 
records at Littleton Island and Pandora 


Harbor, retreated south in six boats to 
Uppernavik, suffering much hardship in 
Me ville Bay. The Yantic reached Little- 
ton Island August 3 without much diffi- 
culty, found the records, and immediately 
proceeded southward. rched the coasts 
and islands thoroughly down to Saunders’ 
Island. The ice- pack then closed in, and 
they could neither get around nor through, 
and it was found necessary to retreat under 
the lee of Northumberland, Island. R 
August 9: A southward gale having 
loosened the pack, the steamer was able to 
get through, and continued the search. The 
coast about Cape York was filled with ice 
acked close. It could not get within twen 


miles of the land.

Another Account of the Recent Colorado 
Cowbey Conflict—Decidedly Different De-

Aragon, apprehending some 
harm, Went tothe house, procured a rifle 
and préceeded on his way in search of the

One in hdvance of his comrades BRS ER: 
| with Aragon and proceeded t6 shake hands 
with him. After he obtained possession of 
Aragom’s hand he held on to it firmly while 
the other cowboys began firing at Aragon 
with theirrevolvers, .Ayagon finally dis- 
engagéd his hand from theé‘grasp of the 
cowboy and setit'a bullet from ‘his rifte 
through one of the cowboys, which killed 
bim instantly. Aragon retreated to a house 
near by, the cowboys continuing to fire 
upon him as he ran. After-reaching shelter 
from the storm of bullets, he sent another 
ball into the breast of one of the surviving 
cow boys, which instantly ended his career. 
He fired again and wounded another... By 
this time Aragon was so weak from -four 
wounds, together with the loss'‘cf blood, 
that he couid no longer fire. The cowboys 
fled to Texas, and are still at large.

A Woman of Nerve---Fatal Accidents 
---Teachers’ Institute---Thoughts

There has been considerable local excite- 
ment in Mobile this week, caused by the 
arrest ofa society President. It appears 
that a very worthy and charitable lady, 
Mrs. Mary Green, President of a society 
named ‘“‘“Good Samaritan No. 2,” (a fit title 
for her institution, for every act of her's in 
the way of caring for the sick and afflicted, 
fully accords with every principle pertain 
ing to that ancient sect,) was arraigned be 
fore Justice McCarron upon a charge o 
assault and battery—the complainant being 
one Zack Martin, a celored deputy sheriff. 


The facta upon the trial showed that on 
the 6th inst., Mrs. Green chartered the 
Steamer R. E. Lee furan excursion to the 
Chestangs Bluff, a high and beautiful spot 
on the west bank of the Ala. river. That 
said Martin purchased a ticket in Mobil 
and accompanied the party to the place of 
destination. When the steamer was about 
to start om her downward trip, the said 
Martin appeared on board with a prisoner, 
and demanded passage fer him. True to 
the instinct of a womans nature, the worthy 
Samaritan interposed objections, on the 
ground that she had chartered the steame 
for the purpose of an excursion and pleas- 
are and not to haul prisoners. That such 
a scene as the bringing down a prisoner on 
her boat would tend to distarb the harmc 
ny and pleasare of the party. Strong 
sistance to the proposition was made by the 
said Martin and a determined effort tc 
bring down the prisoner despite resistance. 
The Captain of the boat was appealed to, 
and he stated to the officer that his boat 
was chartered and under contract of th 


gyanagers thet it weg bie duty te cerry th 





boat back to town and conduct everything 
in a manner to insure safety to his pascen 
zers and advised the officer tq await 
.pproach of the regular packet which 
would pass the landing. Nothing would 
atisfy him, so to end the matter, the 
doubtable Mrs. Green with her Aide camp, 
stormed the battery, and made Mr. Martip 
reat a hastily retreat. On the next day 
Mrs. Green together with her chief of staff, 
4 Mrs. Walker, was commanded to appear 
before the bar of justice to answer the com- 
plaint alleged against her. She came forth 
and with her army composed of about 500 
females bent upon lending whatever assist~ 
ance their chief desired. Never before in 
the history of my recollection have I seen 
such a feminine gathering there. Passing 
ap stairs to the room where the trial was 
o be. I met the Hon. O. J. Simmes Judge 
af the City Court swiftly coming from his 

ourt room, aud heard a whisper, ‘The 
Judge of the city court convicted.” How's 
that I inquired of myself. Behold, he has 
violated the game laws. How? Why on 
a roaming expedition in the vicinity of 
Dog River he shot a wooden duck. Well, 
[ tound the plece where the trial was pro- 
gressing, and with ears pricked, I caught

If neglected loss 
of the tree will surely follow.—Cincin- 
nati Times. 

Imperfect sweet apples, which are 
not suitable to bake whole, may be 
made a delicious dish. Pare and slice 
the best part of the apples, put them in 
a pudding-dish, add enough water to 
cover them; when tender serve with 
sugar and cream. 

A correspondent of the Country 
(Gentleman says: **A heavy crop of clo- 
ver is sure death to daisies. They seem 
to be smothered by the ranker growth 
of clover, and fail to mature their seeds. 
In a field where there is a growth of 
daisies a generous use of fertilizers, es- 
pecially of barnyard manure, and keep- 
ing the field seeded to clover, using an 
extra quantity of seed for this purpose, 
and breaking up every two years, culti- 
vating for awhile and again seeding to 
clover thickly, will finally eradicate the 
daisies.”’ 

Hearken to me now, all lovers of 
good things. Make a layer cake after 
this rule: One-half cup of butter, two 
cups of sugar, the whites of four eggs, 
one cup of sweet milk, two small tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, and three 
cups of sifted flour; bake in layers; 
spread between these layers peaches cut 
in very thin slices; then pour over these 
sweet cream whipped to a stiff froth 
and sweetened with pulverized sugar. 
Of course this cake will not keep, but 
should be made the day it is to be eaten, 
and it is better not to put the peaches 
and cream in until a little while before 
the cake is to be served.—N. Y. Post.

Underdraining. 





Some portion of almost every farm 
would be improved by underdraining, 
but to decide what particular fields will 
pay to underdrain requires more than 
ordinary intelligence, and no doubt mis- 
takes are made by draining land that is 
not improved by it, and in not draining 
land that would be greatly improved 
by it. 

The idea has been very general that 
nearly all soils are improved by under- 
draining, but this is a mistake. Some 
soils are not only not improved, but are 
actually injured. We remember of see- 
ing drains laid on the side of a hill, the 
oWner being a strong believer in undet- 
draining, claimed that because the soil 
Was of a mixture of clay it would be 
greatly improved by underdraining, but 
2 few years proved his mistake, the 
grass being so much less over and near 
the drains as toshow very plainly where 
they were laid; after a few years the 
drains were taken up, and the land went 
hack to its former good condition. This, 
no doubt, was a rare instance, but it 
proved that there are localities where 
even clay soils are not improved by un- 
derdraining. 

To underdrain land well is quite ex- 
pensive; therefore, to make it a paying 
operation it must be a great improve- 
ment, and the crops. grown must be 
large as well as valuable. It is doubt- 
ful if there are many fields that it will 
pay to underdrain for the purpose of 
growing Indian corn or small grains, 
but for orchards, small fruits or garden 
vegetables, there are large tracts that it 
will no doubt pay to underdrain. For 
grass, when only profits are sought for, 
most of land can be drained with open 
ditches to the best advantage: it is true 
these are unsightly and do not drain the 
land as well, or leave it in so good con- 
dition as underdrains; but the difference 
in the value of the crop is not so great 
on most lands as the difference in the 
eost of draining. Many farmers are so 
situated that they can open ditches in 
leisure hours without feeling it; but 
when they have to pay out money for 
tiles it is a drag on many that becomes 
*% permanent one if the operation does 
not pay. 

Thrifty farmers of large means should 
not hesitate to underdrain more or less 
every year, until they have under. 
drained all of their land that they are 
satistied will be improved by it. "Their 
surplus money had better be thus in- 
vested than in buying fancy stocks for 
speculative purposes; but the farmer 
whose property is encumbered by a 
heavy devt should introduce only such 
improvements as he féels well satisfied 
will bring a better interest on the out- 
lay than he is paying for borrowed 
money. 

There is no better season for draining 
land than during the three months com- 
mencing with September; the farmer is 
not so busy asin the spring, and the 
weather is not so hot as in the summer; 
in the winter the ground usually being 
frozen, the work can not be done. ; 

On land that is free from stone much 
of the digging can be done with horses 
or oxen even with a common plow, but 
with a plow made for the purpose of dig- 
ging tile ditches, a large part of the 
work may be done in this way; but on 
land that has occasionally a small rock 
in it, the work must be done principally 
by hard Jabor, which very much in- 
creases the expense, yet a strong ener- 
getic man will dig from eight to six- 
teen rods per day, according to the 
depth of the ditch and character of the 
soi], providing it be a out by turn- 
ing a furrow each side, which can easily 
be done, even where ‘there are some 
rocks. A considerable portion of the 
work of filling the trench can be done 


with a plow, but hapd labor should ba 
used untjl the tile .is fairly covered,

The First Whistle. 


The story of the first steam whistle on 
the Missouri River is amusing. _ Its in- 
troduction dates back to 1844. At that 
time the settlers on the Missouri River 
were in the habit of making regular 
yearly visits to St. Louis to do their 
trading for themselves and friends 
They were not provided with daily in- 
tercourse with the outside world, and 
many who lived back from the river sel- 
dom, if ever, saw a steamboat more 
than once a year. It happened that 
during the fall of 1844 the new steam- 
boat Lexington started up the Missouri 
River, loaded down to the guards with 
freight. 

The steamer was provided with a 
steam whistle—the first used on the 
Missouri River—and as it happened no 
one knew about it except Warner, who 
was a wag and a lover of a joke. The 
night after leaving St. Louis the pas- 
sengers were collected together playing 
cards (for fun) in the cabin, when the 
talk turned upon steamboat explosions, 
then very common. 

‘TI feel perfectly safe on this boat,”’ 
said Warner as he dealt the cards. 

“Why?” inquired Yocum the planter. 

“Why?” echoed the rest of the com- 

any. 

**T will tell you why,”’ said the wag, 
carefully studying his cards. ‘ This 


boat is provided with a new patent | 


safety valve, which notifies passengers 
on board when it is about to blow up. 
It is a concern Which makes a most un- 
earthly noise, and when you hear it, it 
is time to get back aft or jump over- 
board.”’ 

Notwithstanding the fact that Warner 
told his story with the most solemn and 
earnest countenance, some were skepti- 
cal. Not so, however, with the planter. 
Next morning, when the Lexington was 
steaming up the long, straight stretch 
of river just below Washington, Mo., 
the passengers were at breakfast. The 
meal had been called, and all were 
busily engaged in doing justice to the 
kind of meals they were accustomed to 
serve on steamboats in those days. 
Suddenly the whistle commenced to 
blow, the first time on the trip. The 
passengers looked at each other a mo- 
ment, and horror and dismay spread 
over their faces. The first man to real- 
ize the situation and act was Yocum, 
the planter, who with hair erect and 
blanched face, jumped up, crying as he 
pulled over one after another of the 
passengers. 

**Run, run for your lives: the thing 
is guing to bust. Come with me, and 
let s save ourselves.”’ 

Of course there was a stampede for 
the rear of the boat, and it was only by 
the exertions of some of the crew that 
the more excited were restrained from 
jumping into the river.—Aansas City 
Star.

To Do Up a Shirt. 


Fine laundry work is a fine art, and 
requires patience, training, painstaking 
and experience. First you must wash 
the shirt very clean and rinse it care- 
fully. Then starch the bosom and wrist- 
bands in starch not toothick. Dissolve 
a tablespoonful of dry starch in half a 
cupful of cold water, pour on boiling 
water till it thickens and is about of the 
consistency of batter, let it boil a min- 
ute, scrape a bit of white soap into it, 
and put in a bit of butter as big as the 
end of your middle finger. Apply the 
starch to the wrong side of the bosom 
and rub it well; hang out on the line 
till perfectly dry. Then make a very 
little thin cold starch with a saltspoon- 
ful of borax in it, wring the bosom and 
wristbands from this, sprinkle the body 
of the shirt and roll it up tightly—let it 
lie several hours, or over night. Have 
on a clean apron and your ironing-sheet 
perfectly clean. Provide a clean old 
cloth and a bowl of clear water. Fold 
the back of the shirt evenly, and iron 
first one side and then the other; iron 
the band and the yoke, then the front of 
the shirt and then the bosom. Lay this 
on the bosom-board and wipe it carefuly 
with the cloth; have the iron not too hot 
or it will scorch, not too cool or it may 
stick; with the left hand hold the bosom 
straight and taut and with the right pass 
the iron slowly and carefully over it till 
it is perfectly dry in every part Ifa 
bit of starch eatches the iron and makes 
a speck on the bosom, dip the cloth in 
water and rub it off, then iron it dry. 
Iron the wristbands outside and then 
inside, holding the sleeve taut with the 
left hand; iron inside the sleeve the 
gathers around the wristband till they 
are nearly dry, then iron the outside of 
the gathers smoothly and the rest of the 
sleeve. Fold the shirt neatly with the 
sleeves inside and the bosom outrile, 
and hang it near the fire till it is per- 
feetly dry. Any dampness left in the 
plaits of the bosom will make it look 
rough dry. Sometimes a cloth laid over 
the bosom when the iron is first passed 
over it insures success, but if the starch 
is made just right this is not necessary. 
Passing the iron over a waxed paper or 
cloth wet with kerosene will give it a 
smooth surface if it is rough. 

When you can do up a shirt nicely 
time after time you have mastered a 
very valuable accomplishment. You 
will find exquisite care and skill and 
neatness indispensable at every step — 
N. Y. Tribune.
